ALLIES ADMIT LOSING: 
TnREE DESTROYER 


British, French, Polish Vessels 
Sunk—London Still Denies 
Battleship Went Down, 


LONDON, May 6 (AP).—The Al- 
lies admitted today the loss of 
three destroyers in German aerial 
attacks off the coast of Norway. 
The ships were the 1870-ton British 
Afridi, the 2436-ton French Bison 
and the 2144-ton Polish Grom. 

The British Admiralty an- 


nounced that the Afridi was sunk 
last week in a raid on convoys 
withdrawing Allied troops from 
Namsos, but stoodeon its denial of 
German reports of sinking a 30,- 
000-ton battleship of the Queen 
Elizabeth class and a heavy cruiser 
in the same operations. The Af- 
rida, fifth British destroyer lost 
since the. start of the Norwegian 
campaign, was acting as escort flo- 
tilla leader and carried 219 men. 

The Admiralty said the Afridi, 
forty-seventh loss officially an- 
nounced by the British, was “struck 
by a bomb and subsequently sunk” 
during an “insistent attack” by 
“waves of enenmy aircraft.” The 
Admiralty stated that escort ves- 
sels’ anti-aircraft fire was so effec- 
tive that two German bombers 
were shot down and the transports 
came through “untouched.” 

The French destroyer Bison also 
was escorting troop transports 
when sunk Her riormal complement 
was 209 men. She was completed 
in 1930. 

The French Admiralty com- 
munigque said: 

“On May 3 a convoy of troop 
transports was attacked in the 
North Sea by enemy aviation. No 
ship of the inter-Allied convoy was 
touched but the destroyer Bison 
which formed part of the escort 
was sunk. A great part of the 
crew was saved.” 

The Polish naval staff in Lon- 
don announced the sinking of the 
Grom. One officer and 65 men 
were believed to have been lost. 
The destroyer was completed in a 
British shipyard in 1937. 

The Polish communique said that 
an offer by the British Govern- 
ment. to replace the Grom by a 
destroyer now building had been 
accepted. 

The Afridi, completed in May, 


kha, which was sunk by air bombs 
April 11, and the Mohawk, which 
was damaged in a German air raid 
on the Firth of Forth last Oct. 16. 
The Afridi and its sister ships 
were the biggest destroyers ever 
built in England. Their comple- 
ment of 240 men to the ship is 
about 110 more than that of the 
average British destroyer. ‘They 
carry two more guns than any oth- 
er British destroyers but have only 
four torpedo tubes. 
Three long-overdue British traw- 
lers, the Penn, Hercules and Leo- 
nara, each carrying a crew of nine 
men, were given up for lost today.

NAZIS BEGIN PUSH

Alpine Troops Trek North- 
ward Pursuing Stranded 
British Forces — Bodo 
First Objective. 


BASE SOUGHT THERE

Berlin Claims Battleship 
Hit Off Ore Port — En- 
glish Submarine Reported 
Captured.

BERLIN, May 6 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, noted for his dramatic sur- 
prises, today dispatched Alpine 
troops on a difficult 200-mile trek 
through elmost-impassable moun- 
tains in an attempt to aid the be- 
sieged Nazis at Narvik, which has 
become known in Germany as Nor- 
way’s “Alcazar.” 

Swedish reports said other rein- 


forcements apparently were being 
"flown northward by numerous 
German planes. ‘ 

Thee Fuehrer’s mountain troop 
began their march from the neigh- 
borhood of the little Norwegian 
town of Mo, 150 miles north of 
Namsos, and terminal both of rail- 
way and normal automobile high- 
ways. Between Mo and Narvik 
there is only a narrow country road, 
sometimes only a mere path. 

Mo is about 150 miles north of 
Namsos. ' 


British Fleeing Northward. 

British detachments cut off from 
the main expeditionary force when 
the Allies abandoned Namsos have 
been spotted by scouts north of 
Namsos, authorized sources re- 
ported today. . 

The British were seen between 
Mo and Bodo, small coast town 
about 65 miles north of Mo. 

The first objective of German 
troops on their way to Narvik 
would be to mop up these detach- 
ments. 

After accomplishing this task, 
Bodo itself looms next as an im- 
portant objective, authorized 
sources said. German forces will 
lose no time in building an air- 
port from which the dreaded 
“stukas” (German power divin 
planes) can operate, : 


mistic enough to believe the “stu- 
kas” will be able to handle the Al- 
lied troops in the Narvik region 
and make unnecessary the contin- 
uance of the march across tough 
mountain territory. 

Others said the Germans would 
need all assistance possible to hold 
Narvik. 


French Troops in Area, 

It is known here that the French 
recently landed strong Alpine 
forces south of Narvik. North of 
that beleaguered ore port the En- 
glish and French have been re- 
ported pouring in reinforcements. 

Meanwhile, the German high 
command reported that British ar- 
tillery forces in the Narvik region 
had been strengthened but that no 
more intense fighting had occurred 
in that sector. 

Reporting further blows against 
the British navy, the high com- 
mand said “one enemy battleship” 
was hit by a heavy bomb off 
Narvik and that two German 
airplanes had captured a British 
submarine which was damaged by 
a mine April 15 in the Kattegat. 
The reported bomb hit on a Brit- 
ish battleship followed Britain’s of- 
ficial denial of Germany’s claim 
Saturday that Nazi bombers had 
sunk a 30,000-ton British battleship

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
issued orders today for 
hearings to determine whether 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
made illegal politica] contributions. 
The hearings are to be held in 
Washington or elsewhere and some 
sessions, where» numerous Missouri 
witnesses are to be heard, prob- 
ably will be in St. Louis. 

The hearings will begin not ear- 
lier than May 27. A 20-day inter- 
val was allowed to enable both the 
commission and the company to 


prepare for the hearings, at which 
books, records and accounts are 
to be presented. 


Cross-Examination Permitted. 


Edward C. Johnson, trial exam- 
iner, will conduct the hearings. 
The Commiégsion’s case will be 
presented: by Herbert S. French, 
in charge of the inquiry at St. 
Louis. French, Paul J, Cotter and 
Harry C. Coles are named in the 
orders as having reported to the 
Commission the practices which 
are to’ be investigated. 

A special clause in the order, 
included for the first time in such 
orders of the SEC,. permits. the 
utility company or “any other per- 
sons showing a legitimate interest 
in this proceeding” to cross-ex- 
amine witnesses, ; 

Besides Union Electric, the 
holding corporation, North Ameri- 
can Co., the St. Louis County Gas 
Co. and the subsidiary concerns 
of Union Electric are named in 
the orders. Separate orders were 
issued, based on the Securities Act 
of 1933, the 1934 SEC Act and the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
Act of 1935. 


Angles of Inquiry. 


The investigators named, the 
SEC orders state, have reported to 
the commission evidence which 
makes it necessary and appropri- 
ate for the commission to deter- 
mine whether: 


Substantial sums have been 
distributed to certain company 
officers, attorneys and employes, 
purportedly for legitimate ex- 
penses but in fact to be used 
for other purposes, not properly 
reflected in the company books 
and records. 

Substantial sums have been 
disbursed by the companies to 
certain attorneys, insurance 
agencies, contractors, supply 
houses ,and others, purportedly 
in payment for goods or services, 
but really used for other pur- 
poses, not properly reflected in 
the books and records. 

Substantial sums have been re- 
ceived by the qgmpanies from of- 
ficers, attorneys nd employes 
and from insurance 
agencies, contractors, supply 
houses and othegs, accounts of 
which*are not properly reflected 
in the books and records, 


Political Contributions. 


Substantial contributions have 
been made, directly and _ indi- 
rectly by and on behalf of the 
. companies, in connection with 
the candidacy, nomination, elec- 
tion and appointment of various 
persons to public office, and in 
support of political parties and 
their committees and agencies, 
such contributions not being re- 
flected in the books and records. 

Substantial payments have been 
made, directly and indirectly, by 
and on behalf of the companies, 
for the purpose of influencing 
the opinions and conduct of per- 
sons holding public office; these 
payments not shown by the 
books and records. 

Substantial sums have been dis- 
bursed by the companies for the 
personal uses of certain officers 
and employes, for gifts to and 
entertainment of persons holding 
public office and others, and for 
employment of detective agenries, 
so-called inspection services, 
auditing companies, engineering 
companies and others; these dis- 
bursements not shown by the 
books and records, 

While the North American Co. 
was named in the directing clause 
of the order, the charges listed 
were sttaed as relating only. to 
Union Electric and its subsidiaries

UNION WINS DIRECTED 
VERDICT IN TRUST TRIAL 


Four Officers of Teamsters’ 
Local Acquitted of Criminal 
Intent in Jurisdictional Row 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
The Government’s anti-trust law 
case against a teamsters’ union lo- 
cal and four of its officers result- 
ed today in e directed verdict of 
not guilty in United States District 
Court, 

Justice F. Dickinson Letts, after 
hearing the Justice Department 
present its case against the offi- 
cers of the AFL’s union local, di- 
rected the jury to return a verdict 
of not guilty. The directed verdict 
was asked for by the defense. 

Letts said his action was based 
on a finding that the prosecution 
had failed to establish criminal in- 
tent on the part of the union and its 
officers to violate the anti-trust 
laws which prohibit unlawful com- 
binations and conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade. 

The teamsters’ local was indicted 
by a Federal grand jury early last 
fall on charges of having restrained 
public and private building con- 
struction in the District of Colum- 
bia in the course of an alleged ju- 
risdictional dispute with the Inter- 
national Union of Operating Engi- 
neers, 


The indictment of the teamsters’ 
local was the first of a series ob- 
tained throughout the country by 
the Justice Department against nu- 
merous AF'L unions and their offi- 
cers and employer groups on vari- 
ous charges of violating anti-trust 
laws, 

The case here grew out of a dis- 
pute between the teamsters and 
the engineers over which union 
should have jurisdiction over the 
workers who drove cement-mixer 
trucks. The teamsters contended 
that an impartial arbiter had ruled 
that the cement truck drivers be- 
longed within the jurisdiction of 
the teamsters’ organization, 


3 Say Wall, ‘Last of Dandies,’ 
. Dies at Monte Carlo at Age of 80 


MONTE CARLO, May 6 (AP).— 
E. Berry Wall, New York-born so- 
cial leader who was one of the 
most picturesque figures on the 
continent for more than a quarter 
of a century, died yesterday after 
an illness of three days. 

He was 80 years old and once 
was described as “the very last 
ghost of old school dandies.” He 
had refused to be repatriated when 
the European war broke out and 
continued to follow the social sea- 
sons around French watering 
places. 

Once regarded as the best dressed 
man in New York, he belonged 
to that generation of gay clubmen 
who raced sleighs to Central Park 
for a magnum of champagne, pat- 
ronized bouts under London prize 
ring rules’ and wore a luxurious 
mustache. 

When Fifth avenue traffic, with 
the coming of the automobile, be- 
came too hurried for afternoon ap- 
pearances in carriages drawn by

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).—In 
a decision of far-reaching import- 
ance, the Supreme Court ruled to- 
day that “price-fixing agreements 
are unlawful” under the . 1890 
Sherman Act, 

Justice Douglas delivered the 5- 
to-2 opinion that sustained a rub 
ing by the United States District 
Court at Madison, Wis., which held 
that 12 major oil companies and 
five individuals violated the Sher- 
man Act by conspiring to control 
the price of gasoline as sold in 10 
Midwestern states. 

Government attorneys hailed the 
decision as an important victory 
which will aid the Justice Depart- 
ment in its current anti-monopoly 
campaign. 

The decision departed from the 
famous “rule of reason” interpre- 
tation of the Sherman Act pro- 
nounced by the court in 1911, The 
court held then that the Sherman 
Act prohibited only “unreasonable” 
restraints of interstate commerce, 

Since 1911, some of the court’s 
opinions have adhered to this view, 
while others have abandoned it,

FALL OF HEGRA FORT GIVES 
NAZIS AIR BASE AT VARNES 


Big Guns, Manned by 175 Norwegians to Last, 
Kept Germans Out of Vital Point 
During 3 Weeks of Fighting. 


OSTERSUND, Sweden, May 6 
(AP).—Norwegian refugees ,flock- 
ing across the nearby border into 
Sweden said today that German 
capture of the Hegra fortress had 
given the Nazis possession of 4 
vital air base at Varnes. 

This base, adaptable for German 
bombing planes, is only 30 miles 
from the Norwegian-Swedish fron- 
tier and only 375 miles airline from 
the northern ore port of Narvik, 
where a smal] German garrison is 
standing off an Allied attack. 

The refugées said the big guns of 
the Hegra fortress kept the Ger- 
mans from establishing a bombing 
base at Varnes through three weeks 
of incessant fighting, until the de 
fenders were left “on the verge of 
starvation and without ammuni- 
tion.” 

These accounts said the Germans 
pushed east from Trondheim deep 
up the Stjordalen (Valley),  be- 
tween ice and snow cloaked moun- 
tains, in the early days of the 
war. , 

Hurled back by big guns, the 
Nazis called on their Alpine troops 
to encircle the fortress and the ad- 
joining village of Hegra, on the 
Trondheim-Storlien railway 20 miles 
east of Trondheim, and launched 
an attack supported by light field 
artillery, machineguns and planes. 
The refugees said that within a 
few days the fire from the German 
guns left most of the village a mass 
of smoking ruins and the fortress 


itself pock-marked, The German 
fire was almost continuous, the 
refugees declared. 

They said the Hegra defenders, 
forced to conserve their scanty 
stores of food and munitions, held 
their fire until the Germans tried 
a direct assault and then inflicted 
heavy losses on the attackers. 

“Our troops could have held out 
indefinitely,” said one refugee 
proudly, “but they ran short of food 
and munitions.” 

With only a few rounds of ammu- 
nition left, the 15 officers and 160 
men finally capitulated. 

Farther to the north, many tired 
and bedraggled Norwegian volun- 
teers and civilians continue to pour 
into Sweden across mountain passes. 
The Germans now have pushed 
their occupation east directly to the 
Swedish border after occupying 
Grong and Namsos. 

A young British Red Cross am- 
bulance driver, William Miall, one 
of the last British to escape from 
the Grong sector, declared: 

“You couldn’t tell the Norwegian 
soldiers from the civilians except 
that they carried guns, for they 
weren’t wearing uniforms for the 
most part. After they had trudged 
a few miles through the snow, slush 
and mud, everyone looked alike.” 
Miall said German bombers had 
reduced villages in the area from 
Grong to the Swedish frontier to

NAZIS SHOT POLISH 
PRIESTS, EMBASSY 
AT VATICAN SAY 


Purported Summary of 
Primate’s Report to Pope 
Alleges Persecution of 
Catholics in Area. 


VATICAN CITY, May 6 (AP).— 
German persecution of Polish Cath- 
olics was charged anew today by 
the Polish embassy to the Vatican 
in a purported summary of & report 
to Pope Pius XII by August Car- 
dinal Hiond, primate of Poland. 

The embassy’s statement- alleged 
Germany was trying to eradicate 
Catholicism in the Nazi-held parts 
of Poland and attempting to de 
stroy the Polish people by deporta- 
tion, shooting and financial ruin, 
particularly the leading classes. 
(Informed sources in Berlin 
have asserted that church activities 
in areas recently occupied by Ger- 
many, particularly in the regions 
of Poland under German control, 
continue without interruption and 
are little afferted by political de- 
velopmeénts). 
The statement said that German- 
speaking families from the Italian 
Tyrol were being sent to Poland in 
a plan to Germanize it. 

The embassy quoted Cardinal 
Hlond as reporting the death of 39 
priests in six dioceses by shooting 
or torture in prison. In Chelmo 
diocese, it said, he reported that 
the cathedral had been converted 
into a garage, the Bishop’s palace 
into a hotel and its chapel into a 
ballroom. 

All but 20 of 650 priests have 
been deported or imprisoned, while 
nine have been shot and two died 
in prison, it added, alleging that 
most churches have been reported 
closed, “Catholic Nfe almost en- 
tirely extinguished” and Catholic 
societies disbanded. 

The embassy said the Cardinal 
had reported half the priests of 
Lodz diocese deported or impris- 
oned, and 10, including a Bishop, 
allegedly tortured in a concentra- 
tion camp. It also mentioned other 
dioceses where, it said, the Cardi- 
nal reported similar conditions. 
This was the second of such re- 
ports to be issued.

They counted on the efficacy 
of the German air force to drive 
British ships away with the coming 
of better weather, thus permitting 
reinforcements to be sent by water. 

The feeling that Narvik is be- 
coming the Nazi “Alcazar” was ex- 
pressed by Education Minister 
Bernhard Rust in an address to 
German youth. 

(Spanish Nationalists withstood 
a Ti-day siege in the Alcazar for- 
tress at Toledo during the Spanish 
civil war and were rescued when 
Nationalist troops captured the 
city.)

Reaction of Neutrals. 
Britain’s task of organizing neu- 
tral nations to resist Germany has 
become increasingly difficult in 
face of the Nazi triumph in South- 
ern Norway, in the opinion of in- 
formed diplomatic observers. 
These sources say two doubts are 
growing in the minds of neutrals. 
One is that Britain and France 
lack planes capable of overcoming 
the Nazi air force and Have found 
imports from the United States 
insufficient for their immediate 
needs. The second is distrust of 
the ability of Britain’s leaders to 
deal speedily and effectively with 
Nazi strokes on either military or 
diplomatic fronts. 

Such distrust also is reflected 
abundantly in the British press 
which is looking to the Commons 
session tomorrow as a “grand in- 
quest of the nation,” with hope that 
the House will “prove equal to its 
responsibilities.” 

Observers believe Britain’s task 
in Southeastern Eurepe will be in- 
creasingly difficult. “A nation 
doesn’t want help after the Ger- 
mans have overrun the country 
—they want it before,” was a com- 
mon remark in legations of these 
countries, 

The Balkans are understood to 
b uneasy over the slow start of 
Enco, the newly organized British 
trading corporation.

Justices Roberts and McReynolds 
dissented from the majority deci- 
sion and Chief Justices Hughes 
and Justice Murphy did not parti- 
cipate. This made the vote 5 to 2. 

The oil companies, in defending 
their action, contended that they 
had engaged only “in a voluntary 
co-operative effort” to remove a 
“competitive evil—distress gasoline” 
and that the resulting prices were 
not unreasonable. 

The Justice Department charged 
the defendants with conspiring to’ 
raise prices by concerted purchases 
of gasoline from independent fre- 
finers in the Mid-Continent oil 
field and in the East Texas Oil 
field in 1935 and 1936. It was al- 
leged that the purchases were 
made at a figure which would in- 
crease the “spot” tank car price— 
upon which gasoline prices in that 
aera are based. 

Justice Douglas said that the 
1911 anti-trust decisions “have no 
application to combinations operat- 
ing directly on prices or price 
structures.”

Texas Law Upheld. 


In the only other decision of the 
day, delivered by Justice Frank- 
furter, the Court held constitutional 
a 1925 Texas anti-trust law which 
“exempted agricultural products 
or livestock in the hands of the pro- 
ducer or raiser.” 

The Court then adjourned until 
May 20, thus postponing at least 
for two weeks a decision on wheth- 
er labor unions are liable under 
the Federal anti-trust laws for 
damages resulting from a sit-down 
strike. 

The tribunal announced that it 
would adjourn for the summer on 
June 3. 

Justice Roberts delivered the 
dissenting opinion in the oil case, 
holding that “the defendants were 
entitled to have the jury charged 
that, in order to convict them, the 
jury must find that, although the 
defendants knew the result of their 
activities would be a rise in the 
level of prices, nevertheless, if 
what they agreed to do, and did, 
had no substantial tendency to re- 
strain competition and interstate 
commerce in transactions in gaso- 
line, the verdict should be not 
guilty.”

Justice Roberts continued, “de- 
pends upon the circumstances of 
individual cases. . . . Certain prin- 
ciples have been laid down (by the 
Supreme Court) to which, I think, 
the charge of the court ran coun- 
TOF.

Douglas on “Unlawful Activity.’ 


The majority opinion by Justice 
Douglas said however, that “any 
combination which tampers with 
price structures is engaged in an 
unlawful activity,” adding: 

“Even though the members of 
the price fixing group were in no 
position to control the market, to 
the extent that they raised, low- 
ered, or stabilized prices they would 
be directly interfering with the 
free play of market forces. 

“The act places all such schemes 
beyond the pale and protects that 
vital part of our economy against 
any degree of interference. 

“Congress has not left with us 
the determination of whether or 
not particular price fixing schemes 
are wise or unwise, healthy or de- 
structive. ... 

“If such a shift is to be made, 
it must be done by the Congress. 
Certainly Congress has not left us 
with any such choice. 

“Nor has the act created or au- 
thorized the creation of any spe- 
ciel exception in favor of the oil 
industry. Whatever may be its 
peculiar problems and characteris- 
tics, the Sherman Act, so far as 
price-fixing agreements are con- 
cerned, establishes one uniform 
rule applicable to all industries 
alike. 

“There was accordingly no error 
in the refusal (by the District 
Court) to charge that in order 
to convict the jury must find that 
the resultant prices were raised 
and maintained at ‘high, arbitrary 
and non-competitive levels.’”

mania should the necessity arise. 

The reports of Turkish troop 
concentrations along the Greek and 
Bulgarian frontiers received official | ' 
cognizance in Sofia, where opinion 
was expressed that the action was 
“in accordance with British desires 
and connected with England’s aims 
in the Mediterranean.” 

The presence of Turkish forces 
near the Bulgarian border was 
said to be in apparent disregard of 
a mutual agreement between the 
two countries. Bulgarian officials 
said they had given Turkey no 
cause for such action. 


Salonika a Direct Gateway. 

The circulation of reports, at- 
tributed to German sources, that 
the Allies were planning to land 
troops at Salonika coincided with 
the official opening of a strategic, 
new railway line running north- 
ward from that Aegean port 
through the Struma River Valley. 

Salonika offers the most direct 

teway for the entrance of Allied 
troops in the event war breaks 
out in the Balkans, and the new) 
railway would prove a valuable aid 
in their movement. 

Greece denies reports of a se- 
cret agreement to let Britain and 
France, both of whom have guaran- 
teed its independence, to use the 
port, but foreign observers doubt 
that Greece would offer any objec- 
tions if war comes. 

There was no indication that the 
Greek Government believed that an 
Allied landing at Salonika was im- 
minent, and fishermen returning 
to the port said they had seen no 
signs of any preparatiens for such 
a move. The fishermen, however, 
reported the presence of additional 
Allied naval units in the Aegean 
Sea, where British vessels have 
been on patrol since the start of 
the war. 

Russian Move Reported. 

Reports of the appearance’ of 
Russian reinforcements along the 

S'Ruthenian frontier were regarded 
as a hopeful sign by some quarters 
in Budapest, which interpreted 
this development as a sign of 
Moscow’s determination to fore-

Besides Andy K, this group of 
possibilities includes Woof Woof, 
Carrier Pigeon, Flight Command, 
Your Chance, Abrasion, Merry 
Knight, Snow Ridge, Sun Pharos, 
Jacomar and Pass Out. 

There may be a “dark horse” 
somewhere in this lot.

A model kitchen has been set up 
in the Crystal Room of the Jef-

ica, which opened this morning. 

Purpose of the convention, 
Charles W. Koch, vice-president 
o fthe organization, explained, “is 
to raise tne standards of the bak- 
ing industry. Our discussions,” he 
continued, “will be mainly con- 
cerned with problems of taste and 
nutrition. We have already reached 
the height of perfection in dec- 
orating and craftsmanship.” ; 

A glance at the numerous dis- 
plays of fancy cakes bore out this 
assertion. Fet weddings, Mother's 
day, national holidays, birthdays 
and anniversaries artists in sugar 
and vegetable dyes had produced 
pyramids, temples, statuettes and 
bouquets in icing. On one cake, 
hunters were pictured in full cry 
after a fox. Another bore a por- 
trait of a mother not unlike Whist- 
ler’s. A third, entitled “Election 
Day,” showed elephants and don- 
keys lying down together. 

Some of the sculptured cakes 
contain small music boxes which 
begin to play when the first slice 
is made. Eighteen tunes appropri- 
ate to particular occasions are 
available. The most popular are 
the wedding march, “Happy Birth- 
day to You” and “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold.” 

Exhibits included specially de- 
signed light boxes with heavy cello- 
phane windows for shipping pastry 
by air. “It is now possible,” Koch 
explained, “even for people living 
far from artistic bakeries in large 
cities to have the best sculptured 
cakes for their celebrations. 
“Remember,” he continued, “that 
all these cakes, even the most elab- 
orate exhibits of Joseph Lambeth 
and Carl Seagran, our outstanding 
decorators, are made entirely of 
edible materials.” 

Pointing to a gayly colored statu- 
ette of a girl in crinoline, Koch 
added, “It looks almost too good to 
eart, doesn’t itg But people do 
eat them.” 

Visitors to the convention were 
impressed with a device that elimi- 
nates the knife from cake-cutting. 
A wire is fixed to the center of 
the plate on which the cake rests. 
Neat, even slices are made simply 
by pulling the other end of the 
wire up and down. 

Early registrants this morning 
gave their attention in about equal 
proportions to the displays, among 
which a 15-pound doughnut was a 
favorite; to a drum and bugle 
corps composed of Chicago bakers, 
and to Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, who

But perhaps it is not coffee that 
we are drinking, though it tastes 
like it. In the shops it costs $8 
a pound and is strictly rationed, 
and the disparity between the cost 
of coffee in a cup in a cafe and 
its cost in the bean is another of 
the things I have been unable to 
understand. 

But the butter and the cream are 
certainly real, and so are the lucious 
little iced cakes and the ingredients 
of a three-course lunch that a neign- 
bor is having served to him under 


the trees. 


“In Vienna,” says my Hungarian 
companion casually, “there is no 
whipped cream, no cake, and the 
butter ration for a week is just 
three times the size of this pat 
here. I was there last week. They 
are beginning to hate us for all 
the things we are able to eat 
here in Hungary—just as they did 
in the last war, in spite of the fact 
that we were allies then of Ger- 
many.”

Operations on the surface of the 
earth must be supported by and 
co-ordinated with operations in the 
air. 

The Norwegian campaign simply 
showed that this axiom applies to 
6perations over water as well as 
over land surfaces. 


Secret of German Success. 


The Germans talk of air superior- 
ity, but these are words; their real 
beliefs may better be judged by 
their deeds, and what they practice 
is air co-ordination. Their words 
have other uses than military; their 
acts show how well they under- 
stand that air power’s great value 
lies in its close co-operation with 
the other arms. It is in achieving 
this co-operation that the secret of 
their military successes is to be 
found, in so far as these successes 
are based on technique. 

Consider the operations in Nor- 
way in detail: 

The attack on Oslo was a com- 
bined effort of naval, air, land and 
political forces—the last by no 
means the least important. So it 
was with the other seaports. 

Once in Norway, reinforcements 
via the Skagerrak were partially 
interrupted by British naval forces; 
a combination of German air and 
naval units attempted to counter 
these. measures, while air transport 
was called upon to supply the de- 
ficiencies. But it was land power 
which protected from Allied and 
Norwegian counterattack the bases 
in Norway where the _ transport 
planes landed. Until sufficient Ger- 
man forces could be assembled by 
this method, for an advance north- 
ward, it was largely upon air power 
that the Germans had to depend to 
prevent or delay the arrival of 
strong Allied reinforcements and 
this was successfully accomplished. 

But there is nothing to show that 
a really vigorous Allied effort was 
made to establish Allied air power 
in Norway; thus, though the Ger- 
man air force perf*rmed its mis- 
sion, it had, for one reason or an- 
other, little opposition in its own 
element. 

Air Force Co-operation. 

In the advance up the valleys, air 
forces co-operated closely with the 
advancing troops; but here again 
there was little air opposition, and 
in no case did the air forces suc- 
ceed in driving the opposing troops 
from any important point. Dom- 
bas, for instance, fell when the 
German land forces entered

Why Allies Failed. 

From the Allied viewpoint, it 
was clearly and almost altogether, 
so far as technique is concerned, 
a lack of air support and anti-air 
craft defense which was responsi- 
ble for their failure to make good 
their positions in Central Norway. 
This may in part be due to faulty 
organization, to a lack of the hab- 
it of co-ordination of all three 
services; and this in turn may have 
contributed to the irresolution, the 
unwillingness to take risks, which 
seems to have been at the bottom 
of the Allied defeat. One is far 
less likely to risk the unknown 
than the known and practised. 

Moreover, the terror of German 
air power has lain over Europe 
like a pall for several years. Men 
have learned to fear it from talk- 
ing about it, reading about it, 
thinking about’ it. In so far as 
the decision to do or not to do 
rested with civilians, this factor is 
not to be disregarded. The un- 
trained mind shrinks from that 
which it has been taught to fear, 
and whose actual threat it has 
not the experience to weigh.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ASN’T Samuel Grafton just a little 

out of order, on a few points, in his 
article, “The Investment Banker's Night- 
mare,” reprinted recently in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion? 

To prove that business now finances 
itself without borrowing from the public, 
he said, in part: “I notice that Atlas 
Corporation has recently merged with 
Curtiss-Wright Corporation. Under the 
terms of the agreement, Atlas Corpora- 
tion is going to supply Curtiss-Wright 
Corporation with $36,500,000 of new ¢ap- 
ital. This is being done without even 
inquiring of the little man whether he 
would perhaps like to buy in and have 
a piece for himself. It is entirely a closed 
transaction. : 

“Curtiss-Wright Corporation is engaged 
exclusively in the manfacture of military 
airplanes. The world being what it is, 
the chance to invest in such a company 
might appear tasty to the little man. 
Nobody has asked him. He can take his 
money and give it to his grandmother.” 

One of the largest stockholders in 
Curtiss-Wright is strongly opposed to the 
merger. I don’t believe tie stockholders 
have voted it through as yet. Curtiss 
just recently completed ea large passenger 
plane here in St. Louis. While a great 
portion ef its business just now is nat- 
urally in military airplanes, it is not 
go “exclusively engaged.” 

The “little man” doesn’t have to give 
his money to his grandmother. He could 
have and can buy shares of Curtiss- 
Wright or of the big corporation that 
Mr. Grafton mentioned that did its own 
financing, and he should have no trouble 
finding all the low-yield bonds that he 
wants, such as the insurance companies 
are buying 

Personally, I don’t think Curtiss-Wright 
is the kind of stock, right now, for a 
“little man” to buy. At least, he should 
not be invited. Some people don’t care 
for war profits, anyway. 

Low-yield bonds are unattractive for 
the little fellow, due to the danger of a 
declining market. 

The stock of the large corporation that 
did its own financing should be more at- 
tractive than before it started the idle 
cash to work, and a better buy than the 
additional shares, should the corporation 
have raised the cash in that way.

THE DEMOCRATS’ JUDICIAL PLAN: 

If ever there was vindication of persistent efforts 
in a fine public cause, it has come in the long, uphill 
campaign to take the selection of Judges in St. Louis 
and Missouri out of the pullings and haulings of par- 
tisan politics. | 

The announcement that the Dickmann-Hannegan 
Democratic organization will sponsor a. plan for 
nominating nine candidates for the Circuit bench 
from among 12 or 15 proposed by a committee of out- 
standing Democratic lawyers proves everything that 
has ever been said about the machine-bossed system. 

The Democratic leaders have seen the handwriting 
on the wall. They know what the public thinks of 
the incompetents whom the machine has lifted 
out of obscurity and set on the bench to perform dif- 
ficult tasks for which they were not fitted. They 
have seen popular resentment mount and mount. 
They know that another Democratic primary such 
as those in recent years which have swept machine 
candidates to places on the ticket after good Judges 
have been knifed, might very well produce a tremen- 
dous revulsion at the polls. 

And so the Mayor and his advisers have gone so far 
as to arrange for their own “bar association poll” 
within the Democratic ranks and to recruit so out- 
standing a member of the bar as former Circuit Judge 
Jesse McDonald to direct it as chairman of the Se- 
lection Committee. 

If the Democratic plan is carried through and the 
St. Louis Bar Association and the Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation conduct their polls and announce the choices 
of their members as in the past, there will be three 
sets of favored candidates in the Democratic primary. 
But notwithstanding any confusion which might re- 
sult from this, the Democratic plan should be a 
means for raising greatly the level of the Democratic 
field and the party’s subsequent nominees. For it is 
inconceivable that Democrats of the local bar would 
in a poll, indorse manifestly unfit candidates. 

This plan, however, even though it were extended 
to both parties on a statewide basis, could be regard- 
ed as no more than a stopgap until the new method 
of judicial selection to be voted on this November 
can be placed in operation. 

What St. Louis needs, what Missouri needs, is a 
way of choosing Judges which will take the bench 
out of party politics once and for all. That is pro- 
vided in the constitutional amendment for whose 
petitions signatures are now being obtained. 

The Dickmann-Hannegan judgeship plan is not 
announced as an indorsement of the statewide move- 
ment to take the blight of partisanship from the Mis- 
souri judiciary. The Democratic leaders do not go 
that far. But they plainly admit the inadequacy of 
the present system. 

What the rank and file of citizens are to deduce 
is obvious. This demonstrates the urgency for adopt- 
ing the plan of the Missouri Institute for the Ad- 
ministration of Justice—the plan which will set up 
non-partisan commissions for proposing judicial can- 
didates for trial appointments by the Governor, and 
popular referendums on the record of the Judge. 

Welcome impetus for the judicial amendment has 
come from an unexpected quarter. 
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HIGHWAY 25. 

Highway 25 leaves the main road just south of 
Festus and Crystal City to afford the St. Louis motor- 
ist a glimpse of some of the most interesting scenery 
in Eastern Missouri. The road winds over one rise 
after another, to unroll magnificent panoramas of 
range on range of hills piling upward toward the 
hazy horizon of a bright spring day.

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FAREWELL TO SCHOOL BOARD SECRECY. 

This is a season of precedent-smashing and of 
marvels in St. Louis School Board history. Last week, 
the other members voted unanimously, after long de- 
lay, for legal action to unseat tneir discredited bond- 
peddling colleague, Richard Murphy. And now comes 
word that the veil of secrecy, the cloak of darkness 
which sheltered many an intrigue, is to be abandoned 
at board and committee meetings. 

A belated farewell to the secrecy rule! What its 
elimination will mean to tie conduct of public school 
affairs is inestimable. Is there a boom for Acting 
Superintendent Hawkins, in disregard of the distin- 
guished Advisory Committee’s recommendations? 
Any such move will have to come out into the open. 
Are certain board members pulling strings for their 
own business or for relatives and political friends? 
They can’t get away with it in the goldfish bowl. 
Is there a dispute as to what Board Member Quinn 
said or how Dr. Sullivan behaved at a certain meet- 
ing? The facts won’t be hearsay after this, but di- 
rect evidence from a reporter. 

The innovation will ve a great convenience to the 
press, which, in order to tell what went on at board 
meetings, has had to rely on official statements and 
whatever individual members cared to disclose. As 
the press is the public’s representative, it means that 
the eyes and ears of citizens will be present at board 
sessions in future. Had that rule been in effect all 
the while, a vast amount of public scandal and indi- 
vidual disgrace would have been avoided. 
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It’s anything to stop Tom Dewey, whom his Re- 
publican opponents are now speaking of, in stage 
whispers, as “that man.” 
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BIRTHDAYS ROBBED OF THEIR STING. 

Apparently, there are no absolutes. Most of us 
long believed that it was a rule—as immutable as 
the laws of the Medes and the Persians and as de- 
fiant of time as the Egyptian pyramids—that a 
woman just would not be candid about her age. 

This was one of those assumptions of the whole 
human race that no one had ever thought of sub- 
jecting to the tests of the modern laboratory. But 
now, quite unwittingly, the census-takers have been 
cast in the role of scientists. And they report that 
whatever may have been the case in the past, wom- 
en today are willing to tell how old they are. 

The enumerators are inclined to attribute this 
change in feminine vanity to the increased demands 
for exact proof of age made in connection with pen- 
sion grants, insurance applications and the like.

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NEEDED: ANOTHER NELSON. 

Today the Nazi swastika banner flies over the 
richest portions of Norway. It has been raised high 
everywhere from Oslo to Trondheim and beyond. 
And simply because the English had no Nelson. 

That is the unanimous conclusion of the bitter 
criticisms of the Scandinavian campaign in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch by David Lloyd George, Britain's 
World War Premier; Leland Stowe, the distinguished 
correspondent on the scene, and Maj. George Fielding 
Eliot, military commentator. 

With one voice, they blame this disaster of the 
Allied cause on British unpreparedness, lack of imag- 
ination and unwillingness to take great risks for a 
great objective. Stowe and Eliot deprecated the 
short-range weakness of the British counter-offen- 
sive: the lack of co-ordination among army, fleet and 
air arm, and the failure to muster and transport 
speedily an expedition uf a size to check the invader. 

Lloyd George took a longer view and saw the 
causes for the abandonment of Norway in the vacil- 
lating policy pursued by Downing Street, in the face 
of the rising power of the German dictator—the pol- 
icy that led to Munich and the repartition of Poland. 

“The leaders have utterly muddled their cause,” 
he wrote, “and it certainly will be lost if there is no 
immediate change in direction.” 

Today’s cables indicate that British opinion is 
turning more and more toward Lloyd George's at- 
titude. To the critical voice of Herbert Morrison, 
perhaps the most energetic member of the Labor

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WHY THE ST. CHARLES BONDS FAILED. 

For the third time in seven years, a bond issue 
for a municipal electric system at St. Charles has 
failed at the polls. This time, it was not Union 
Electric manipulations that caused the defeat, as in 
previous years. The spotlight of exposure has driven 
the utility out of politics, and its efforts this time 
were limited to the legitimate devices of a page ad- 
vertisement stating its views, and a rate reduction, 
including other communities, on the eve of the elec- 
tion. In addition, one local paper opposed the bonds. 

The cause of failure this time must be sought chief- 
ly in civic lethargy. The total vote Saturday was 
only 3256 (less than half the total registration) as 
compared with 4010 votes in January, 1933, and 4330 
in March of that year. The St. Charles Municipal 
League this time did not show the energy of past 
years in getting out the vote. 

The people of St. Charles have shown approval of 
municipal ownership by overcoming strong opposi- 
tion and electing a City Council unanimously com- 
mitted to it. If the citizens want to put the principle 
into effect, they can do so whenever enough of them 
vote for it. But, as in other issues everywhere, the 
citizens must turn out at the polls to get action. 
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THE WALTZ AS THE TUNE OF THE TIMES. 

The lively yet gracefui waltz is again returning 
to favor, and promises to become once more our 
favorite dance, we are told. 

It seems a little inco’ gruous, at first, that there 
should be a return of this symbol of gaiety and 
happiness in days as dark as these.

The answer is to be found in the value of cer- 
tain basic individual rights and the assurance 
afforded by free institutions that these shall not 
be required to yield to majority pressure, no mat- 
ter how overwhelming. 

The worth of our system must ultimately be 
judged in terms of the importance of those values 
and the care with which they are safeguarded. 
We consider them immeasurably important. We 
believe that the letter and spirit of our Consti- 
tution demand vindication of the individual lib- 
erties which are abridged by the regulation. 


This committee of the American Bar Association is 
to be twice congratulated.” It stands firmly by the 
religious liberty guaranteed by the Bill of Rights, 
even though applied in this instance to the minor, 
relatively unimportant sect known as Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses. And it presents the case for life in a democ- 
racy and for individual freedom with clarity, elo- 
quence and understanding.

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Europe’s War: A Test for America 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T bro countries of Europe have been em- 


broiled in war for hundreds of years. 

American journals early in the last cen- 
tury gave over most of their columns head- 
ed “foreign intelligence” to accounts of 
struggles among a dozen or so countries, 
and civil wars in some of them. The tables 
in Creasy’s “Decisive Battles” show that 
war has been the chronic state of Europe 
for the last thousand years or more. 

The aims of these old wars seem mainly 
imperialistic, based upon the greed or de- 
sire of men or nations to. dominate other 
men or natjons. Not a war but had fine, 
high-sounding slogans, and oftenest the 
name of Christ, the Prince of Peace, adorned 
the banners of the combatants. 

As to the aims of today’s war, a healthy 
skepticism is abroad in America. Hitler’s 
cries for “living space” for the dominant 
German race leaves us cold in the face of 
the rape of Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Po- 
land, Denmark and Norway. Even the 
claims of the Allies that this war is being 
fought against “Hitlerism” and not the Ger- 
man people smacks a bit too much of “mak- 


ing the world safe for democracy.” 
* € * 


_ It behooves Americans to take stock of the 
Situation. We must turn our intelligence 
upon the causes of this war.. We must try 
to examine realistically the issues at stake 
since, whether we like it or not, we are very 
closely concerned with its outcome. 

We might first look at the demon called 
Hitlerism. What is it? How did it come 
into being? Is it a cause or a result? Can 
it be wiped out by a war? 

Hitlerism was the inevitable result of the 
economic strangulation of the German peo- 
ple in the years which followed the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. Reparations; loss of do- 
mestic territory, colonies, trade, resources 
and credit; forced acceptance of full guilt 
for World War I, with the resulting loss 
of national honor—these finally carried to 
the wall the struggling German Republic. 
They created in Germany the misery and 
despair which bred Nazi-ism. And it grew 
in that atmosphere like some devouring 
monster of the jungle. 

Any man who loves freedom and has faith 
in the democratic ideal must abhor every 
tenet of the Nazi ideology, and even more 
its excesses. But the Allies are somewhat 
in the position of a man who keeps lion 
cubs in a chicken coop without ever giving 
them enough to eat. Some day, when they’re 
hungry enough and big enough, the coop 
won't hold them. 

This hydra-headed monster, Hitlerism, 
which all the nations of the Western world 
have helped to create, has developed a size 
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This country is resolved to have no part in conflict, but it can- 
not avoid having a part in its consequences, writer says; our task 
is to keep out, then to co-operate in rehabilitation when peace 
comes; first essential is to make our democracy strong and efficient. 


and an appetite which may well destroy 
civilization as we w it unless it is itself 
destroyed. How this might have been ac- 
complished without \ war is somewhat prob- 
lematical., Wheth a war will accomplish 
it or leave, instead, a dozen Hitlers for to- 
day’s one—this ig something which, perhaps 
fortunately, is hidden in the future. 

It is easy to say that we in America want 
and will have no part in this war. 
even the most optimistic isolationist cannot 
say that we will have no part in its conse- 
quences. Our present attitude seems to 
make clear that we, as a nation, believe 
with the Allies that no peace with a Hitler- 
dominated Germany is possible. This also 
seems to indicate a belief, at least fairly 
general in America, that this is a struggle 
between fundamental ideologies of govern- 
ment—between the rule of might and the 
rule of reason—whether or not the Allies 
represent the latter in its most ideal form. 

Right now, it is hard to see how any ef- 
fort America might. make could possibly 
stop the war, terrible though we know its 
consequences must be. It is even probable 
that it will require all the determination of 
our people, plus all the efforts of our Gov- 
ernment, to keep us from becoming involved. 

That the war will be long seems certain. 
While the Allies have the advantage of 
access to world markets, their governments 
must to some extent wage war with the 
acquiescence of their peoples. This is not 
true of Germany, and history has proved 
time and again what mighty military ma- 
chines can be built if there is no limit to 
how low the living standards of the civil 


population may be carried. 
~*~ * . 


One thing, however, is certain—that if 
the nations of Europe fight this war to a 
conclusion. the Western civilization of which 
we are a part will have suffered as never 
since it began. Governments will fall, cur- 
rencies will be depreciated, civil populations 
will be physically and mentally shattered. 
The way will be paved for a world-wide eco- 
nomic collapse which will make the recent 
depression look like a Sunday school picnic. 

Then, if we have stayed out of war, will 
come America’s supreme test, for upon us 
will fall the task of bolstering up and re- 
pairing Western civilization. We are not 
existing in isolation today, so long as we 
sell arms in the international market. Far 
less will we be able to exist in isolation 
when war is over. It is important, to this 
end, that we make our democracy strong; 
not alone in armaments, but in government 
and economics as well. Otherwise we, too, 
may become victims of world chaos and 
leave to our children a heritage too bitter 
to contemplate.

HE Walter-Logan bill does not look so

Ever since there was a Federal Govern- 
ment, Congress has been setting up admin- 
istrative boards, bureaus and agencies to 
handle various branches of the Govern- 
ment’s business. There are, to mention a 
few of the best known of these boards, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission (SEC), the National Labor Relations

It would do so by permitting appeals from 
these boards’ decisions to any United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. It would also 
make the rules and procedure used by these 
boards subject to review and approval of 
the District of Columbia Court of Appeals. 

The bill looks bad to us because we believe 
this is the wrong way to cure what bureau- 
cratic evils there may be in our Govern- 
ment. They should not be remedied by the 
judicial branch; that is a job for the legis- 
lative branch. The courts should not be 
empowered to supervise these agencies. Con- 
gress should perform its plain duty in prop- 
er cases by abolishing the board, or by fir- 
ing or disciplining the bureaucrats who 
run it. 

To repeat, we think the Walter-Logan bill 
is a bad one, and we hope it loses out some- 
where along the line from the House to 
the President’s desk.

Jacob Panken of Domestic Rela- 
tions Court ruled today. | 

The ruling, in a case in which 
a grandfather earned between 
$5000 and $6000 a year while his 
son, the father of three children, 
was unable to contribute more than 
$12 a week for their support. The 
mother of the children, all younger 
than 12 years old, was unable to 
work, the father and mother were 
temporarily separated; the children 
lived with the mother in Brooklyn. 

In his opinion, Justice Panken 
said, in part: 

“Children are, as a matter of law, 
entitled to be maintained in a con- 
dition in which their parents are 
able to maintain them. A parent 
who has means should not be per- 
mited to limit provision for his chil- 
dren to a supply of bare necessa- 
ries—enough to keep them alive. If 
the children are to be sufficiently 
provided for, human consideration, 
humaneness and, moreover, the law 
compels an order to be made re- 
quiring the respondent (the grand- 
father) to contribute to the sup- 
port of his dependent grandchil- 
dren.” 

The case was brought by Mary 
Dooley, the mother, against the 
grandfather, Joseph M. Dooley. 


NLRB GLAIM AGAINST FIRM 
IN BANKRUPTCY THROWN OUT 


Referee in Hamilton-Brown Liqui- 
dation Says Board Orders Apply 
Only to Going Concerns. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board’s first attempt to enforce 
an order against a bankrupt con- 
cern for the payment of back 
wages to employes received a set- 
back today when Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Elmer E. Pearcy threw out 
a claim filed by the board against 
the defunct Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co. on behalf of 178. former em- 
ployes of the firm’s plant at Union, 


Oo. 
The claim, for $161,160 back wag- 
es, was based on a decision of the 
Labor Board Nov. 23, 1938, in 
which it found that the discharge 
of the employes by the company 
was discriminatory and ordered 
their re-instatement with back pay, 
lost as a result of their dismissal. 
In ordering the claim expunged, 
Referee Pearcy held that the Wag- 
ner Act gave the board power to 
enforce its decisions only against 
a going concern and not a com- 
pany in bankruptcy liquidation, He 
overruled the board’s contention 
that the back wages due the em- 
ployes constituted a debt to the 
United States Government. The 
board is expected to appeal. The 
Hamilton-Brown company was in 
Federal Court reorganization when 
the board’s order was upheld on 
appeal last May by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
and the firm subsequently was ad- 
judicated bankrupt. A claim filed 
in behalf of the employes by the 
union, the CIO United Shoe Work- 
ers Local 125, had been expunged 
previously by Referee Pearcy. 


SCHOOLS UNNECESSARILY PAID 
$2600 IN U, S$. GASOLINE. TAX 


Board Learns It Is Exempt From 
Levy, Moves to Recover $1300 © 
Spent in Last 4 Years. 
For eight years the Board of 
Education paid the Federal gaso- 
line tax even though it was ex- 
empt, thus spending about $2600 
unnecessarily, Edward A. Ferren- 
bach, chairman of the Supply Com- 
mitee, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. Supply Commission- 
er James J. Lee, after discovering 
that the schools were exempt, 
learned that he could recover tax 
payments of $1300 for the last four 
years and has already obtained par- 
tial recovery. 
Lee said the question of whether 
the Federal tax was included in 
the Board of Education's payments 
for gasoline arose a few weeks ago, 
after a salesman friend asked him 
if the board received the exemption 
to which it was entitled. Lee had 
an assistant check gasoline prices 
of the last four years against actual 
payments by the board and found 
that the amount paid included the 
tax. Exemption slips, which are 
supposed to be filled out monthly, 
had not been prepared by either of 
his predecessors, Charles Lee Barr, 
now serving a penitentiary term for 
embezzlement, and the late E, M. 
Brown. 

The four distributors of gasoline 
who supply about 26,500 gallons to 
the Board of Education were asked 
to refund amounts varyifg from 
$104 to $527. The Board of Educa- 
tion, which operates trucks, busses 
and automobiles, pays city and 
state taxes on gasoline but is ex- 
empt from the Federal tax, 


ELT VETOES MEASURE 
MPR COTTON CROP INSURANCE 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt today vetoed 
a bill to extend to cotton the sys- 
tem of Federal Crop Insurance 
now applied experimentally to 
wheat. 

The President explained in a 
message to the Senate that the ad- 
ministration did not yet have the 
necessary “backlog of experience” 
to establish a sound actuarial basis 
for crop insurance which would 
make it fully self-supporting. 

He recalled that in his message 
to Congress Feb. 18, 1937, advocat- 
ing initiation of wheat crop insur- 
ance under Federal auspices, he 
expressed the belief that such in- 
surance should be extended to 
other commodities when “applica- 
tion of the plan to wheat has pro- 
vided a backlog of experience in 


applying the principles of crop in- 
surance.” |

Innes testified that Smith and 
Bridges were together in a confer- 
ence in Baltimore at “1 or 2 o’clock 
in the morning on Dec. 18, 1936” 
and that when Bridges left the 
meeting after 30 or 45 minutes, he 
said: 

“I think we have arranged for 
the elections on the Atlantic 
Coast.” 

Innes said by way of explanation 
that efforts had been under way 
previously to conduct . elections 
within the framework of AFL mar’- 
time organizations, using the ma- 
chinery of the Labor Board. 

He said Bridges had met Smith 
at a maritime strike rally in Balti- 
more, arranged by Patrick Whalen 
of the firemen’s division of the 
National Maritime Union. Whalen, 
said Innes, was a Communist. 

Bridges, Joseph Curran and Mer- 
vyn Rathborne were all called 
Communists by Innes. He told the 
committee, which is investigating 
un-American activities, that he had 
attended Communist meetings with 
them. Other committee witnesses 
likewise have so accused Bridges, 
who has dented categorically that 
he was a Communist. 

Bridges is a leader of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Union 
(CIO) on the West coast, Curran 
is the chief figure in the National 
Maritime Union on the Atlantic 
coast, and Rathborne is head of the 
American Communications Associa- 
tion, CIO union of radio and other 
communications employes. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC LIKELY, 
HEALTH EXPERT TELLS SENATE 


Sub-Committee Urged to Back §3,- 
000,000 Appropriation for Re- 
search Into Control of Disease. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
Dr. R. E, Dyer of the Public Health 
Service warned today that the 
United States might be struck by 
“another explosive outbreak” of in- 
fluenza such as that of 1918-19. 

As assistant director of the Na- 
tional Institute of Health, Dr. Dyer 
testified before qa Senate Education 
sub-committe in behalf of a bill by 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, to 
appropriate $3,000,000 for research 
in and control of pneumonia, in- 
fluenza and the common cold. 

He said that the concentration of 
large bodies of troops, as in Europe 
today, would set the stage for a 
new flare-up of the highly conta- 
gious disease, 

The disease is tending to in- 
crease, he declared, and the Public 
Health Service “rather looks for- 
ward” to another epidemic soon. At 
present, he stated, there is only 
$35,000 a year for research in the 
pneumonia-influenza-cold field.

OF CAPTURES BY HAND 


Three Youths Return With 130 
Specimens, Most From 
Arkansas Backwaters. 


Three young St. Louisans re- 
turned yesterday after a 15-day 
snake-hunting expedition in the 
bayous of Southern Arkansas, 
bringing back alive about 130 
snakes of a dozen varieties, most 
of them non-polsonous water snakes 
which they captured with 
their hands while swimming or 
wading in murky backwaters. 


The amateur herpetologists are 
William Ruick, 16 years olds, of 
8626 Eulalie avenue, Brentwood; 
Kenneth Marcellus, 15, of 1418 Ce- 
celia avenue, Brentwood, and 
George Siegfried, 20, of 5368 Del- 
mar boulevard. 
The original 


alligators, but when they arrived 
at Lewisville, Ark., they found the 
bayous flooded by heavy rains and 
the alligator grounds inaccessible. 
After waiting several days for the 
weather to clear, they decided to 
move to the lake district of Chicot 
County, in the southwest corner of 
Arkansas, and collect snakes. 
Ideal Weather. 

There they found the weather 
ideal and their prey abundant. The 
best method of capturing water 
snakes, they learned, was to get 
into the water, swimming or wad- 
ing quietly, with only their heads 
above water. In this way they were 
able to close in on the snakes and 
grab them with their hands under 
water. 

Their catch included a large 
number of diamond backs, queen 


snakes, blotched water snakes and 
yellow-bellied swimmers. 

Of course, other methods were 
used when they ran across_. the 
venomous cotton-mouth moccasins, 
which were plentiful in the swampy 
backwoods. When they found this

The only accident on the trip oc- 
curred about a week ago, when 
Ruick was bitten on the _ right 
thumb by a moccasin as he was 
putting the snake in a sack. Sieg- 
fried quickly bound the finger with 
a tourniquet and lanced_ the 
wound. A sucking glass was 
used to remove the poison. 


“Only one fang punctured my 
finger,” Ruick related, “and the 
other just sratched the skin. My 
forearm was swollen for several 
days, but it really wasn’t serious 
or I would have used anti-venom.” 


In fact, Ruick was less concerned 
about the incident than about the 
loss of two large  blacksnakes, 
which broke out of an old sack 
and escaped. The injury didn't 
keep him from continuing snake 
hunting, and when the three were 
ready to return their cases were 
filled. Other types caught includ- 
ed Western ribbon snakes, king, 
teel green, blue racers, mud and 
chicken snakes. 


From his share of the catch Ruick 


is going to add some to his private 


reptile collection and use others 
for trading purposes. His menag- 
erie, housed in the basement of 
his home, already includes about 
130 snakes, 30 turtles and a dozen 
lizards, and he says he hopes to 
add a monkey soon. 

Marcellus will add his share to 
his own collection, too, and Sieg- 
fried will send most of his to the 
University of Michigan, where he 
has specialized in herpetology.

“My bidding was not very sound, 
but I took into consideration the 
fact that my partner is a very con- 
servative bidder. I hold no brief 
for the redouble. 

“T took the first trick, led the 
jack of clubs, West covered, and 
that suit was established, I then 
made‘a stab at the spade finesse 
and it held, to my great glee, At 
this point I could lay down five 
more tricks and be down one, but 
the problem was to get the ninth. 
I played the spade ace on the vague 
theory that I did not want to be 
thrown on lead later on. I then went 
over to the high club in dummy 
and played a diamond which I cov- 
ered in my hand with the ten. West 
took and led his last spade. East 
cashed his king-jack, returned a 
heart, and I didn’t take another 
trick, Down 1400! 


“Against double dummy defense, 
I don’t see how this hand can be 
made. If South leads out all his 
clubs after the spade finesse, West 
can beat the hand by not discard- 
ing a spade. If he discards one 
spade, three no.trump is in, and I 
think that the proper method of 
play is for declarer to take four 
club tricks, then take the spade 
finesse and then the fifth club 
trick, in, which case the chances 
are that West would discard a 
spade. I would appreciate your 
comments.

My correspondent’s comment 
about his own bidding “not being 


very sound” is quite an understate- | 


ment, but let’s let it pass. The play 
is so interesting that we have big- 
ger fish to fry. 


With the clubs breaking and the 
spade king on side, the contract 
could have been fulfilled by excep- 
tionally keen card placing. Admit- 
tedly, it would not have been easy, 
but the following line would have 
been proof against any defense: 
Declarer wins the opening lead 
with the heart king, and returns 
the club jack. West covers and 
dummy’s king wins. A low dia- 
mond is now led and South just 
covers East’s card. Presumably 
East plays low and the ten spot 
forces West’s queen. West cannot 
return a heart or a diamond with- 
out giving South the ninth trick, 
hence can make no better lead than 
a club. Dummy wins and now the 
spade finesse is negotiated. De- 
Clarer does not lay down the spade 
ace... yet! He cashes two more 
clubs, leaving this situation: 


The holding given West at this 
point is the best available to him. 
Now declarer cashes his last club 
and West is in extremely hot water. 
If he lets go his low diamond de- 
clarer plays the diamond three, 
establishing the diamond king while 
retaining control of spades and 
hearts. If West discards tht heart 
ten the lead of the heart six ef- 
fects the same kind of result. 
Hence, West’s best discard is a 
spade. But when this is done de- 
clarer cashes the spade ace (there- 
by extracting West’s exit card) 
and then throws West on lead with 
either heart (the king is the proper 
play). West can cash his two heart 
tricks, but now must give declarer 
a diamond trick. 


It will be observed that the crux 
of the play is for declarer to pass 
a diamond into West before tak- 
ing the spade finesse, and later to 
retain his spade ace until the 
psychological moment.

Mind you, I’m no 
prude. I was raised in the old 
wild West, which prepared you 
for plenty of jolts. And I mined, 
a8 & grown woman, with muckers 
in the Sierra Nevada.

So, to be quite frank, none of 
these “startling,” “sensational” or 

daring” situations which are now 
80 popular with our leading play- 
wrights are any novelty to me.

+ + » @nd the dullest . . after 
you've gotten over your first curi- 
osity. As the makings for drama, 
I can’t imagine any more stupid 
stuff.

And the silliest of all alibis is to 
call this sort of dirt-dishing “so- 
phistication.” There is a real so- 
phistication of both mind and 
spirit, but it is not based on hear- 
ing the same vulgarities for the 
9675th time.

“Green Pastures” gave us such 
a glimpse—and we ate it up. “The 
Miracle Man”—remember?—gave 
us another. And we couldn’t get 
enough of it. Can’t you Broadway 
Boys ever learn a lesson? Filth 
may mean high finance to you. But 
Decency is what brings in the Big 
Dividends when the Real Folks 
come to town.

Some Ulcers 


Of Stomach 
Heal Rapidly

They heal so rapidly that bours, 
rather than days, mark the space 
of time. This is the information we 
get from the new specialty of gas- 
troscopy—examination of the stom 
ach with a lighted tnstrument. 

The pioneers in this method of 
examination see the inside of a liv- 
ing stomach under circumstances 
different from what anvbody else 
has ever seen it. They tell us that 
they can see an ulcer one day, prac- 
tically see it forming, and the next 
day find it has entirely disappeared. 
But these are acute ulcers, not like 
the ones that cause chronic indiges- 
tion; the chronic ulcer of the stom 
ach may take years to heal. 

In 1920 a young physician in 
Munich named Schindler, who had 
been using an old-fashioned gastro- 
scope, which was a rigid metal tube 
and almost impossibly cruel and 
torture making for the patient, de- 
vised, with the help of an optician 
a flexible tube provided with many 
lenses at short intervals. 

These flexible gastroscopes can 
be introduced into the stomach 
without much discomfort.

WHAT ARE THE USES of liver 
diet and is there any advantage in 
one kind of animal] liver over the 
other. 


Liver is used now for a greaf€ 
many conditions, not only for pri- 
mary anemia but for many forms 
of anemia due to liver deficiency. 
It is also good for the skin. One 
kind of animal liver is just about 
as good as another. 

Of course, liver can be obtained 
in the form of an extract but it is, 
in most cases, cheaper and easier 
to use it as a food. To many people 
it is not palatable or quickly grows 
monotonous and for that reason I 
append a few recipes: 

Chicken Liver Soup—One pint of 
chicken broth; four ounces of 
chicken livers and hearts; one heap- 
ing teaspoon of flour; one tea~- 
spoonful of butter; one teaspoonful 
of chopped parsley; salt and pepper 
to taste. Bring the chicken broth 
to the boiling point. Blend the 
flour and butter with a little of the 
broth and add to the broth. Then 
add the chicken liver, which has 
been cooked for 10 minutes and 
minced. 

Liver and Corn Creole—Two cups 
of ground liver (parboiled); one 
can of corn; two tablespoons of 
chopped red pepper; one cup of 
milk; two tablespoons of butter.

Why De We Call It a “Lead” Pencil? 


There is no lead in “lead” pen 
cils, the word “lead” being a mis- 
nomer. 

The core of so-called “lead” pen- 
cils is graphite, a naturally soft 
material, compounded with clay to 
make it hard, the mixture also be- 
ing known as “black lead”—term 
arising from its lead-like appear- 
ance and from the similarity of its 
streak to the mark made by lead. 

It is because, about a century and 
a half ago, “black lead” came into 
general use in the manufacture of 
pencils that the German geologist, 
Abraham Werner, at that time, 
named it graphite, after the Greek 
verb meaning “to write.” 

The misapprehension with regard 
to graphite is further evidenced by 
the fact that it is also known by its 
earlier name plumbago, deriving 
from the Latin word for lead plum- 
bum.
